SOVIET GENERAL 
SENT TO CRUSH 
BOKHARA REVOLT

London, May 27.—(#)—A Riga dis- 
patch to the Daily Mail today said a 
revolt had broken out in Bokhara, 
which is that part of Russian Turk- 
estan which borders Afghanistar, and 
that General Budenny,. inspector of 
soviet cavalry, had been sent to 
crush it. 

The soviet general was acne to have 
left Moscow by airplane to reach the 
affected area. Red outposts were said 
to have met with serious defeats dur- 
ing the past month, especially near 
the Afghan border. 

The trouble apparently reached its 
active stage after political police at 
Tashkent discovered a letter in which 
Ali Khan, former emir of Jalalabad, 
urged the Bokharans to rise against 
Moscow. Political hostages friendly 
to the emir were reported to have 
been executed as a result of the sum- 
mary action leading to the revolt. 

Bokhara pied largely by no- 
madic tribes. The soviet governments 
recently have attempted to increase 
cotton growing and other forms of ag- 
riculture there, and a number of ex- 
tensive irrigation projects have been 
projected in the general area.

Charges of “Trading” 
Electrify Atmosphere. 
Final Ballot on Measure 
Is Expected Today.

amendments to the tariff bill today 
and paved the way for a final vote 
late tomorrow. 

The session, lasting more than six 
hours, was the stormiest of any since 
the republican-framed measure was 
taken up three weeks ago, and out 
of it emerged an amendment, _§ap- 
proved by a vote. of 196 to 90, plac- 
ing a duty of 10 per cent on hides, 
rates ranging from 12 1-2 to 30 per 
cent on leather, and a levy of 20 
per cent on boots and shoes. 

All of these commodities have been 
on the free list for years and were 
retained in that category in the pres- 
ent bill as first reported. Urgent de- 
mands for duties, however, led to re- 
consideration and the committee con- 
ceded to members from the cattle 
raising and New York and New Eng- 
land shoe manufacturing states. 

An attempt by Representative 
Hudspeth, democrat, Texas, to make 
the hide duty 20 per cent was re- 
jected by a vote of 190 to 58 

Of the other amendments enoewiné: 
the ways and means committee was 
victorious in every instance and not 
one change was effected by any mem- 
ber outside the committee group. 

Flaxseed Duty Raised. 

The most important amendments 
adopted besides the hide, leather and 
shoe proposals, would provide an in- 
crease in the duty on flaxseed from 
56 to 63 cents a bushel; a rate of 
$10 a ton on broom corn, rice straw 
and fiber, now on the free list; an 
increase of 40 cents a pound in the 
rates of $2.10 on unstemmed and 
$2.75 on stemmed wrapper tobacco, 
and a boost of one-quarter of a cent 
in the bill rate of 1 3-4 cents a pound 
on onions, 

.By changing the tobacco rates, the 
committee changed the only schedule 
in the present law which the bill as 
first reported left undisturbed. 

A dozen or more an.endments re- 
main to be acted upon tomorrow be- 
fore all are voted on in bloe just prior 
to a final yote, 

A motion to recommit the measure 
will be made before the vote on pass- 
age is taken. ,Representative Garner, 
of Texas, the democratic leader, will 
offer the motion to send the measure 
back to the ways and means commit- 
tee with instructions to amend it in 
three important particulars. 

Wants Body Abolished.

Ruling Ends Dispute on Mus- 
cle Shoals and Many 
Bills. 


Washington, May 27.—(#)—The 
validity of pocket vetoes by the presi- 
dent was upheld in a unanimous de- 
cision handed down today by the su- 


reme court, regardless of whether the 
egislation in question was sent to the 
White House in the closing days of a 


session which was not the final ses-| 


sion of a congress. 

The court, in an opinion summarized 
by Justice Sanford, construed the 
word “adjournment” in the constitu- 
tional provision relating to vetoes as 
meaning the end of any congressional 
session as well as of a congress. It 
held that congress, before ending a 
session, must give the president the 
ten days granted him by the consti- 
tution to act on bills passed or else 
assume responsibility for the failure 
of those on which he does not act. 

The case in which the decision was 
rendered involved the Okanogan and 
other Indian tribes in Washington, 
which had failed in an effort to have 
the court of claims hold that a pocket 
veto had not killed a bill relating to 
claims held by them. 

Added importance had been attach- 
ed to. it, however, in view of other 
legislation which had been accorded 
pocket vetoes, including the Norris

Justice Sanford, in the opinion, re- 
viewed historically the controversy 
over pocket vetoes and emphasized 
the failure during a long period of 
years of anyone to test in the courts 
the validity of the construction by 
various presidents. He _ concluced 
that congress had acquiesced in the 
practice.

That slogan is being sounded from 
all parts of the union and some day 
it will rally an undefeatable army 
that will march to Washington and 
restore the government to its original

LOSS FROM IMPROPERLY AD- 
DRESSED MAIL DESCRIBED, 
BY WALTER F. BROWN, 

Postmaster General. 

(Walter Folger Brown was born at 
Massillon, Ohio, May 31, 1869. He is 
a graduate of Harvard university where 
he studied law. From 1894 to 1908 he 
practiced law at Toledo, Ohio, with his 
father, and since then has been the 
senior member of a law firm there. 
In 1921 he was chairman of the con- 
gressional joipt committee on reorgani- 
zation, representing the president. He 
was named assistant secretary of com- 
merece in 1927 and was recently ap- 
pointed postmaster general by resident 
Hoover.)

I am a Jew and read your an- 
swers with deep interest, though 
I do not always agree with you. 
I, too, have a question which I 
would like you to answer: If 
Christians claim to believe the 
old Testament as they believe the 
New, why do they not observe 
more of the Jewish rituals? God 
the Father in the Old Testament 
orders this, that and the other 
thing; then Christ the Son comes 
and nullifies by many of His 
teachings His Father's commands 
as contained in the Old Testa- 
ment. Did Christ revolt against 
His Father? 

Christ in His time was consid- 
ered to have been a rebel against 
the existing form of government 
and religion and as a rebel He 
was slain. His fate was no dif- 
ferent than is the fate today of 
any rebel against a dominant and 
ruling political pow er. Why, 
then, should the Jews even unto 
this day have to suffer for the 
death of Christ? 

Your first question unconsciously 
reveals one of the most fundamental 
differences between the Jew and the 
Christian. The simple truth is that 
Christians do not believe in the OL 
Testament as they do in the New, and 
doubtless the Jewish brethren more 
highly regard the Old Testament. 
Christians esteem and love the later 
as the record of a religious develop- 
ment which came to its consummation 
in the person and teaching of Jesus 
of Nazareth. Much which the earlier 
books teach, especially in the prophets 
and the Pslams,.they are glad to re- 
tain because it is in perfect agree- 
ment with “the mind of Christ.” But 
those parts of the Old Testament 
which are not in such agreement they 


| reject except for historical purposes. 


In this they are only following 1 
principle that our Jewish brethren 
themselves follow, namely, that when 
a higher truth is given a lower truth 
loses its authority. Does not the Jew 
accept the universal spiritual covenant 
of Jeremiah (31, 31) as the crown of 
And was it not 


nant? I wish you would read again 
that sublime passage from the great- 
est of prophets. For it also explains 
why Christians do not e many 
of the Jewish ceremonies, 

Rituals are the expression of the 
central ideas of a religion. Some «of 
Hebrew origin express ideas which 
have ceased to be significant, ether 


for liberal Jews or for Christians. On 
the other hand, Christians have had 
to develop rituals to express religious 
concepts for which there was no pro- 
vision in Judaism. From their stand- 
point, therefore, there is no question 
of Jesus having wrongfully “nullified” 
the commands of God the Father, or 
having “revolted” against Him. 

Did not He declare that He came 
not to destroy the law and the 
prophets, but to fullfil them’? And 
did He not observe the Jewish social! 
and religious customs of His day, as 
did His early Jewish disciples? That 
such customs were gradually abun- 
doned was due partly to the necessi- 
rent of the new type of religious 
aith, 


There is no doubt that from a pure- 


ly historical standpoint Jesus wax 
slain as a “rebel.” It is also bis- 
torieally true that it was the politica! 
leadership of the‘nation and not the 
nation itself which accomplished His 
death. Had He remained in Galilee. 
where He was beloved, He might have 
averted that fate. But this is pre- 
cisely the reason why He did not re- 
main there. 

There were in the Jewish Scrip- 
tures two types of Messianic predic- 
tion. An example of one type ix 
found in Isaiah Ixi, and the majestic 
“suffering servant” passage which is 
a supreme religious classic, Jesus, |e- 
lieving Himself to be the Messiah. 
found His inspiration in Isaiah’s “s1:/- 
fering servant,” rather than in the 
prophet’s “warrior king.” To be 
merely “popular” would have prevent- 
ed His suffering. He, therefore, de- 
liberately put Himself in thé way of 
suffering and death. (See Matthew 
16:21; 17:22, 20:18.) 

_In a word, the governing authorities 
did to Jesus exactly as He foresaw 
they would do. That He had a pro- 
found motive in subjecting Himse'f 
to this treatment gves without saying. 
but the fact itself is undeniable, There- 
fore, the traditional Christian attitude 
toward the Jewish race use of the 
crucifixion of Jesus is both illogica! 
and unjust, and the sooner it i8 abo!- 
ished the better. 

On the other hand, the traditiona! 
Jewish attitude toward Jesus Himsef 
is somewhat illogical from the Chris-- 
tian viewpoint. The supreme fruit 
on the Jewish stock is Jesus of Naz- 
areth—-greater than Moses, greater 
than David, greater than Isaiah. There 
are encouraging signa that Jews are 
at last beginning to realize thie fact.

Jack Quits Fugazy But Plans No Bouts in New 
York This Year.

New York, May 2 


7.—(United News.)—Jack Dempsey confessed to- 


day that his attempt to break into New York as a fight promoter had 
proved a failure, and announced that he will turn his attention to stag- 


ing bouts in Chicago next fall. 

At the same time the former heavy- 
weight champion severed his connec- 
tion with the rather nebulous firm of 
Cole and Fugazy, and signed up as 
matchmaker at the Coliseum in Chi- 
cago. 

id (King) Cole, the windy little 
impressario, and Humbert “ugazy 
were closeted tonight to see if there 
was a possibility of restraining Jack 
by legal means from cancelling his 
contract to act as their matchmaker. 
They promised to announce their de- 
cision tomorrow, but Dempsey and his 
lawyers scoffed at the possibility of 
legal difficulties. 

PROMISES FAIL. 


“Cole and Fugazy promised to have 
the site for an outdoor arena pur- 
chased by May 25,” the ex-champion 
explained. “This was to be in the 
borough of Manhattan or within walk- 
ing distance of the Brooklyn end of 
the East river bridges.

There should be added, in my judgment, another table, computed on 
the basis of 4,000. In other words, if a man goes to the bat 1,000 times 
he has a theoretical opportunity to hit for 4,000 bases, provided he 
should hit.1,000 home runs. 


Let us take a concrete illustration: Suppose Ruth, out of 1,000 times 
at bat, hits 200 singles, 50 homers, 50 triples and 50 doubles—his to- 
tal number of bases would be 650. Dividing this into 4,000, his per- 
centage would be .1625, indicating that he hit for 162 1-2 bases out of 
each 1,000 bases it was possible for him to hit. 


Now let us compare this with another hitter, who, under the present 
system would outrank Ruth in the percentage column. This is the case 
of a man who hits 400 singles, 10 homers, 10 triples and 10 doubles— 
a total of 430 hits. Under the present system this man would outrank 
Ruth, as the number of hits made by Ruth would be .1225. Summarizing 
the percentage, under the present system, it would be as follows: Ruth, 
.350: other man, .430. Under the new system: Ruth, .1625; other man,

TODAY’S GOLF DOPE. 


Mike Sweeney, of Hill School, has brought out an important point in) 
which is also applicable to golf, when he says it is} 


important in building up a game to think of the right way to do a thing, 


conscious effort to acquire results. 


This is an important factor in any golf improvement. Conscious ef- 
fort leads to tension, and tension is completely beyond control in this 
game. It will astonish several millions of golfers to find out how far 
they can hit a ball with a smooth, easy stroke, that has no touch of con- 
scious effort. The removal of tension will mean a lighter grip on the 
turf with the feet, a lighter grip on the clubshaft, a more elastic body, a 


head less inclined to pop up. 


This won’t come naturally, since the natural idea is to wallop the ball, 
or to steer it away from trouble. ‘The test of a true golf swing,” says 
a. well-known instructor, “is to stand on ice with slippery shoes and then 
hit the ball truly.” And as the true golf swing calls for a shift of weight 
in the way of balance, this is about right. 


There should be no thought of gripping the ground with the feet, as 
so many do. Or gripping the club in a vice, as so many do. The true 
golf swing starts off smoothly and it never loses its smoothness. There 
should be no sudden hit, but always an increasing clubhead speed, un- 
chetked mentally or physically. The main idea is to take as much as 
possible out of the swing, not to put things into it.
